‘B urbanked” Type, in Louisiana, Will 
Not Migrate, as Is Customary 
W it h the Species. 


Stanley d ish y Arthur, ornithologist 
of the conservation commission of 
Louisiana, is authority for the state­ 
ment that the state “Rurbanked” the 
wild duck, the cross of which “set,” 
and they produced a duck that will 
remain in the state the year round. 
Louisiana is visited by the green- 
head mallard, which leaves in the 
spring for the North. 
Also by another 
species known as the summer mallard, 
or Florida 
duck, 
which 
spends its 
summer in Louisiana and winters in 
Mexico and Central America. It leaves 
Louisiana on the approach of cold 
weather. 
The 
experiment 
of 
crossing 
the 
greenhead mallard, the winter visitor, 
with the summer mallard, or Florida 
duck, the summmer visitor, was con­ 
ducted by M. L. Alexander, conserva­ 
tion commissioner, and Edward A. Mc- 
Ilhenny at Avery Island, a state pre­ 
serve.

fertile.
